ern medical equipment to make a 
thorough study of the disease in the 
state. 
After a preliminary survey made 
two years ago, which revealed wide­ 
spread presence of silicosis and lead 
poisoning, in industrial centers the 
state industrial accident board and 
the state division of public health 
ordered the traveling medical lab* 
I atory built

unit will visit 
the areas 
where the diseases are prevalent 
X-rays of victims will be taken and 
statistical 
data 
will be obtained 
Complete 
physical and laboratory 
examinations are possible in 
the 
unit. 
Health officials hope that use of 
the mobile laboratory will indicate
